The dining room table is trevn

FOR A FORMAL DINNER.

Shape of Table and What Is on the
Cloth Before the First Course

Appears.

A square or round dining table Is
much more attractive than a long nar-
row one. If your table Is too email to
accommodate the number of guests in-

vited you could have a large separate
top made of white pine, which could
be laid on the fixed smaller one.

Before the cloth Is laid, a thickness
of white felt or double-face- d canton
flannel should be placed on the board;
upon this spread the white damask
linen doth and be careful to have the
central fold of the cloth directly In the
middle of the table. Center pieces of
lace or linen are no longer used over a
tablecloth. '

If you have a handsome round sil-

ver fray you might stand It in the con-

fer of the able under the vase or bowl
of flower. Four silver candlesticks
with prettily shaded candles should be
placed at equal distances around the
flowers, and at the corners of the tab'e
should bo stood small vases of flowers.
Some persons have the caraffes of
water, decanters of wine, salt ce!lirs
and pepper pots stood on the table,
but, as a rule, at a large and formal
dinner these are placed on side table
and only the com poller of bonbons and
small dishes of salted nuts are ar-
ranged at equal distances between the
centerpiece and plates.

Comment and Suggestive Thought.
V. 28. "About an eight days." Mat

thew says that six full days inter
vened. Luke, counting the day on
which the conversation re.'erred to
took place, and the day on which Jeus
and the three went up the mount,
reckons the time as "about" eight
days. "These sayings." Jesus' words
concerning his death and subsequent
glory. "Peter and John and James."
The inner group in closest sympathy
with their Master. "Into a mountain."
Christ has glorified many mountains in
Palestine with memories of his prayer-
ful presence. "To pray." Another
glimpse of Jesus' habit of prayer. It
would be hard to imagine a busier life
than our Lord lived; yet he fpent
much time in prayer. He ordinarily
chose the night for this purpose. This
fact, as well as the drowsiness of the
disciples, leads us to think it probable
the transfiguration occurred In the
night.

V. 29. "Fashion . . . altered." In
other records it Is eald: "He was
transfigured before them," that Is, he
was changed in his appearance. Luke
specifies that the change related to
his face and his clothing. Matthew
says "his face did shine as the sun."
"White and glistering." Literally.
"lightening forth." It was because the
Inward radiance shone through.

V. CO. "Two men." They were by
some means recognized as Moses and
Kllas.

V. 31. "Appeared in glory." In their
glorified bodies. "Spake of his de-

cease. Literally, his "exodus;" Je-

sus' departure from this world by way
of the cross. A few days before this,
when Jesus told about his intention
to go to the cross, the apostles were
surprised and terrified. It would un-

doubtedly change their feeling to know
how these things were considered by
the heavenly hosts. But what more
fitting theme for conversation could
there have been? for was not Christ's
death the hour of his supreme tri-
umph, his clay of crowning?

V. 32. "Heavy with sleep." They
are not to be condemned for their
drowsiness. Their bodies were fa-

tigued by mountain climbing; It was
probably night time.

V. 33. "As they departed (were de-

parting)." As Moses and Elijah Indi-

cated that they were about to return
to heaven. "Peter said." Impulsive
Peter made this move to detain the
heavenly visitors. "It is good." Peter
could well feel that it was a good
place for him nd th? other disciples,
and doubtless this vision proved a
great encouragement to them in the
days to come. "Tabernacles." Booths
of trees such as Israelites were accus-

tomed to make for thempelves at the
time of the Feist, of Tabernacles.
"Not knowing what he said." He did
not realize at the time though prob-

ably he did later that this was a fool-
ish suggestion.

V. 34. "There came a cloud." A
bright cloud, which frequently was a
token of Jehovah's presence (Ex. 13:21,
22; 40:34). "Overshadowed." Envel-Dpe- d

them "They feared as they en-

tered Into the cloud." It was not an
ordinary mountain mist, but some-

thing felt to be supernatural, hence
awesome.

V. 33. "A voice out of the cloud."
The voice of God the Father, heard on
two other occasions (Luke 3:22; John
12:28) testifying to his love for his
only-begott- Son.

V. 36. "Voice was past." When the
voice had ceased. Here Matthew tells
us Jesus came and touched them, say-
ing, "Arise, be not afraid." "Jesus
was found tlone." How long the glori-

fication of Jesus continued Is not
known, thongh Luke tells us he did
not lead his disciples down the moun-

tain until next clay. However, It Is
more than probable that the radiant
jppearance of the Saviour lasted for
some time after Moses and Ellas had
gone. "Kept It close." Jesus bade
them tell of this scene to no man until
after his death and resurrection.
